The Old Homestead Visited by « Cyclone and Nearly 
Destroyed-Mr. Lamar’s Sprech Pleases Will- 
fam-—A Picture of the Soutsern Pianter 
of the Old Regime-Other Things, 


Misery loves company, and there are so many 
miserable people that I reckon I had better give 
them some comfort by telling of my own mis- 
fortunes. We are still in the land of the living 
and are reasonably thankful, but last Friday 
night a storm came over these parts, and the 
thunder rolled and the lightning flashed, and 
just such a display of electricity I do not re- 
member ever to have seen. I love to look at 
these grand and awful exhibitions of nature’s 
wondrous power, and so I sometimes sit ont in 
the piazza and gather the children around me 
just to show them that I can be calm and serene 
under such manifestations. 

Well, there is a huge old time-honored Span- 
ish oak just at the front corner of the house. 
Its limbs reach out far and wide, for it has been 
topped long years ago, and the children’s swing 
was there, and its abundant shade gave ample 
shelter from the evening sun. Twolong limbs 
stretched out over the, roof of our humble 
cottege and almost touched the chimney 
top, and two more embowered the 
long piazza. I have been studying that tree for 
years, for it was very near the house, but ite 
roots were in the banks of one of the terraces 
and I did not see how it could bring danger. 
But man proposes and God disposes. The 
storm that soon followed this electric display 
struck our primises down at the meadow and 
the majestic oaks surrendered and fell head- 
long— torn up by the roots—all falling towards 
the house, and the grand old oak surrendered, 
too, and fell with-a tremendous crash upon the 
house,tearing holes in the roof and dislodging 
the long veranda from its fastening and sweep- 
ing away the wooden blinds. In thesame 
breath it took the roof from the smokehouse in 
the back yard and carried it away, and tarned 
the buggy house over and flattened it out, and 
laid waste the orchard, and tore up the grove 
of ancient trees in the spring lot, and played 
havoc in its course all around our devoted 
et Imagine the feelings ofa family of 

e}pless women and children under such perils. 
Imagine the shrieks of alarm and despair 
when these giant oaks came crashing down 
upon the roof above you, and piercing holes in 
the shingles and sheeting, and the pitiless storm 
comes driving in. Imagine the children cling- 
ing to their parents and the parents clinging to 
the children and hovering them and breathing 
pray exs to heaven for mercy and protéction. 

Well, i¢ would have been just such a scene in 
our country home if we had been there, but 
you see we moved to town just two months ago 
and escaped the wreck. There was no living 
thing in or about that house but two poor de- 
serted brindle cats, and they are there yet. We 
are all grateful now and reconciled to our 
change of base. I don’t know how long we 
will be reconciled, for itis the cyclone season 
and one may come along here through Carters- 
ville and play havoc. The bad is mixed up 

with the good everywhere, and we have to 
live in faith and hope wherever we may be 
We go out home now like pilgrims go to 
Mecca. We spend the day and peruse 
the fields and the meadows and the 
spripgsand branchesand thecreek and the 
orchard and the fish pond, and make huge bo- 


and wild liliesand sweet shrubs and sweet- 
williams and devils shoe string Tine good old 
home looks pretty now, gud our younger chil. 
drin love ii as wey will never love a home 
agai... Ten years of their brightest, earliest 
life were spent there, and they were happier 
than they will ever be again, for they knew no 
care and had latitude and longitude and frolick 
ed with vature, and to them the morning sun 

‘‘Never rose a wink too soon, 

Nor brought too long a day.”’ 

The children raised in the country do have 
the best time, there is no doubt about .it, and 
the attachments they form to the scenes ahd 
sports of their early youth last longer and be- 
ccme dearer with age. In atown or city the 
great concern is about the next show that is to 
come along or the next party orsome more 
new clothes or another sensation novel 
like “He” or “Sbe”’ or “It.” I worked 
half the day yesterday making a crossbow 
for Carl, for he says be can’t shoota gun in 
town, but there is no town law against a cross- 
bow. He and Jessie want to go barefooted and 
the family are holding a convention upon the 
subject now. I think that Carl will pall 
through all right, but Jessie’s feet are doomed. 

What a glorious picture Mr. Lamar gave us 
ef the old southern planters’ home. “The 
sweet and noble associations; the pure refining 
and elevating atmosphere; the abode of do- 
mestic joys and duties; the hospitality heart- 
felt, simple and generous.” I wonder if he 
was not hinting at Professor Tillett’s article in 
the Century when he said: 

“The southern planter was far from being 
the self-indulgent, indolent, overbearing per- 

son that he has sometimes been pictared. He 
was in general, careful, rene, provident, in- 
dustrious, forbearing, andjyet firm and deter- 
mined. These were the qualities that enabled 
him to take a race of savages and make them 
the finest body of agricultural and_ domestic 
laborers the world has ever seen, and to ele- 
vate them in the scale of national 
existence. In his daily and yearly provision 
for these dependents for whom he felt respon- 
sible and about whom his anxieties were ever 
alive he was himse)f educated in those facul- 
ties which enabled him to emerge from his sol- 
itude and preside in his county’ court or be- 
come a member of the legislature or take his 
place in the natienal councilsand hence it was 
that the southern planter was so well fitted to 
diecharge the duties of local magistracy, to 
guide legislatures and command armies.’ 

Then Mr. Lamar in confirmation of his ut- 
terances cites many of the noblest Americans 
who were reared upon the old plantations. 

We of the old south are comforted at this 

t speech made at the unveiling of Mr. Cal- 
oun’s monument. It comes as authority. It 
comes from the cabinet, and ex cathedra and is 
like a decision of the supreme court, it settles 
the question. I hope now that these juveniles 
who knew oe the old ee oe 
tem will hold their peace. Why, that cle 
in the Century gives the new south 
the credit of getting fine stock in the country, 
when the truth is Kentucky had more fine 
| stock before the war than any porthern state, 
and as for hogs we never heard of a train load 
of bacon coming to Georgia from the west. 
There were more fine, fat hogs raised in Walk- 
er county than in g 4 twenty counties now, 
and I can provethat by Joe Wardlaw. We 
didn’t raise as much cotton because there was 
not eo many laborers, but we did raise as much 
to the acre and as much to the mule and we 
raised more of everything else. 

There is no more advance in material and in- 
dustrial — exceptin that general pro- 
gression which new machinery, new arts and 
new inventions have brought everywhere. 

When Mr. Lamar spoke of the southern 
planters penetrating the dense forests of the 
west, tha tangled brake and gloomy wilder- 
ness and enbduing them, I was reminded ofa 
journey I made through Mississippi jast 
forty years ago. I rode forty miles one day 
and passed buta single farm. That night I 
crossed thé Chicarahay river and stayed with 
a Mr. Calhoun, a cousin of the great statesman. 
He had ove: a hundred slaves and they had 
cleared the rich river bottoms and the crins 
were full of corn, und fat hogs were granting 
around and cows andfhorses and mules abound- 
ed, and the ne 8 were slick and and

FLORIDA OPIUM. 


Growing the Poppy and Manufactaring the 
Opiam on Indian River. 
From the Titusville, Fla., Star. 

We take pleasure in welcoming to the river 
Dr. W. W. Winthrop, of St. Paul, Minnesota. This 
gentleman has travelled widely and is a keen ob- 
server of what he met with in his travels. His pri- 
mary object in coming to the state is to encourage 
the growth of the poppy and the manufacture of 
opium. His experience in this branch of produc- 
tion is of fifteen years’ standing, and he has grown 
the poppy successfully in the East Indies, Persia; 
Germany, France, and in the Levant, whilst on the 
American continent he has experimeated in Mass- 
acbusetts, New York, Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Dakota and Florida. The plant grows everywhere, 
but best ofallin Florida, producing large bulbs 
and capsules, The difficulty of hitherto preducing 
opium in the Umted States successfully has been 
the high wages paid tolabor. Dr. Wiuathrop has 
invented a plan, however, by which opium can be 
produced here better and cheaper ‘than in India, 
where the average wages are ten cents a day, and 
the cultivation isso perfect by his method that 
sixteen plants can be madeto produce an ounce 
ofopium. The gentleman assures us that at the 
present price ofthe drug anet revenue of $1,000 
per acre is an exceedingly moderate estimate. 
Every orange grove can be laid out between the 
trees with this plant, and the demand for the same 
at good pricis is ilimitable. An English syndi 
cate of capitalists is going into the cultivation o 
the poppy largely on Indian river, and Dr. Win- 

throp is prospecting and perfecting the arrange- 


ments of the company. The poppy will grow and 
ripen every month in the year, and thus, doubt- 
less, ano.her large source of wealth will shortly be 
added to Indian river.

- gn advantage over the couthwestern portion of 
the state, they ought to come to this charming 
little city and have their eyes opened toa mis- 
take of no small magnitude, Americus, while 
it may be a questionable kind of modesty on 
her part, let me say, has not been given to 
muuch horn-blowing, though she is capable of 
sounding forth a healthy and loud-resounding 
blast. A thousand draw backs have kept many 
sections of the south behind the procession 
Rince the last echoes of war djed away at Ap- 
pomattox, but one by one they are passing 
away. Americus has labored for years under 
disadvantages enough to discourage any people 
under the sun, but with the gradual enlighten- 
ment of the country they have slowly dissolved 
and today she stands forth as the 


‘blushing bride of the pines, the just and nata- 


ral pride to all Georgia. I had never stopped 
over here until this week. Of course I knew 
of Americus, but my knowledge was superficial, 
as I learn after looking over thecity. Some- 
how, I had always been impressed with the 
idea that it was a small town of 2,000 or 2,500 
people, the county site of Sumter, a station on 
the Central road—not much more, | 
But what do I find? 
A bang. up little city. 
And that means a lot, for before I finish this 
story Ishall have many surprises in the way 
of resources, progress and pluck that will prove 
as pleasing to THE CONSTITUTION readers as 
they were astonishing to me. The population 
mow numbers about 6,000, and this is not an 
“estimated” six thousand, either. The people 
are here, and more are coming evcry week, if 
indeed it be not every day. I see nothing 
but signs of progress everywhere, and the 
most determined efforts of the people to build 
a creditable monument in the shape of a hand- 
some city. Perhaps no place in Georgia is bet« 
ter equipped for immediate rapid growth than 
Americus. There isa laek of drones among 
the people alize creditable to the city and 
themselver; and, barring the proverbial, long- 
faced croaker that must infest every commu- 
nity as barnacles cling to the brightest copper 
bottom of a ship, everybody seems wide-awake 
and hopeful. There was a general rejoicing

Americus and Her Location. 
A BEAUTIFUL CITY 8ET IN THE MIDST OF A 
RICHLY PRODUCTIVE SECTION, | 

The location of Americus seems to have been 
selected with a view of combining not only the 
most sneereeting, Ss also the most valuable 
surroundings. e city is built upon a rolling 
end somewhat hilly territory, and commands a 
fine view of the surrounding country. The 
streets are pagulety laid off and beautifully 
shaded with long rows of handsome water 
oaks, elms, maple #hd beach, and their inter- 
locking boughs form the most inviting recesses 
of shade imaginable. Those of my readers 
who have geen South Broad street in Savannah 
and Greene street in Augusta can form some 
idea of the luxurious fol which covers the 
streets in Americus. Indeed, Iam honest in the 


all this natural beauty is set o 
by some of the finest and most attractive resi- 
dences in the state. There are many wealthy 
ple here, and they have not s expense 
n beautifying their homes. ere are, too, 
fewer ordinary looking houses here than I am 
accustomed to seeing in towns no larger than 
this. Everybody seems to vie with his neigh- 
bor in giving a clean look to the surroundings, 
and ireshness abounds everywhere. This 
epring, with the new foliage, as bright as emer- 
ald green, the flowers in full bloom and nearly 
every house and fence touched with bright 
paint, the city is as inviting as a dream, and 
tho delegates to the Sunday-school convention, 
several hundred in number, have been loud in 
their praise of the general neatness and beauty 
of Americus. The streets are as clean as a par- 
lor, and mud is always conspicuous by its ab- 
senco. After a trash-moving rain, a 
lady can walk the streets in opera 
slippers and never so muchas dampen the soles. 
As for the drives, I have rever seen anything 
handsomer. The roadways are as hard as 
macadam, and the hottest day in summer one 
has a wealth of shade over all the streets. This 
is not an overdrawn picture by any means, and 
thoge who wish to have my statements corrob- 
orated should come and see for themselves. 
There are many residences here that would 
ornament Peachtree, and a large number of 
néw ones in process of construction. 


Health of Americus. 


AT ALL SEASONS. 
I have always been under the impression, 
somehow, that any part of southwest Georgia 
was unhealthy. The cemetery here is evi- 
dence that Americus disproves thisidea. “I 
never tse a mosquito bar in my house,” said 
Mayor J. B. Felder, a day or two ago, while 
driving me over the cit7y. There are no 
swamps to breed these pests, except near Muck- 
alee creek, and the city has not extended its 
building much in that direction. I am in- 
formed that chills and fevers are as rare here 
as in Atlanta, and if I haveseen a singlesallow 
complexion, I do not recall it. Americus does 
not set herself up asan Arcadia, but she could 
well afford todoso. The city’s healthfulness 
is not surpassed by any city in the United 
States, an assertion which is borne out by its 
death rate. During the sickliest months in 
the year the interments rarely exceed four per 
month, a rate equaled by few if any cities of 
the same population. 
THE CLIMATE 


‘is a happy medium between the scorching 


heat of the tropicsand the rigorous cold of 
the north. In the hottest summer months the 
thermometer rarely reaches over 96°, while 
the mean temperature is 84°, In the coldest 
winter months the mercury rarely goes below 
20°, while the mean temperature is 64°. During 
the hottest days of summer there is always a 
refreshing breeze, while the nights are always 
cool enough to require a light covering. Fiow- 


open air, and roses bloom in every month of the 
year. Flowers that in the north are consider- 
ed tender and rare grow naturally here and in 
the greatest luxuriance. It is the home of the 
magnolia, honeysuckle and jessamine, It would 
be hard to find a climate more mild and 
equable, which with its acknowledged health- 
fulness and ozone-laden breezes should make 
Americus a most attractive 
WINTER RESORT FOR INVALIDS, 

and the day is not far distant when we shall 
see it the refuge for hundreds of persons fleeing 
from the rigors of the northern winters. 
number of persons who have passed the winters 
here and in Florida declare their preference 
for Americus, the air of southwest Georgia be- 
ing dryer and purer than that of Florida, while 
the climate is equally mild. Many northern 
physicians have expressed the opinion that 
southwest Georgia is a much more favorable 
climate for invalids than Florida, and an inva- 
lid who had spent six winters in the south pub- 
lishes an interesting article in Lippincott’s 
Magazine, in which she advises invalids not to 
go farther south than Georgia. While Ameri- 
cus is not provided with the hotel accommoda- 
tions that it ought to have, 1t has two very 

ood hotels, which, with a few excellent board- 
ing houses, offer a limited number of visitors 
good accommodations at reasonable cost, 

The City’s Capital, 
A REMARKABLE SHOWING OF THE GENERAL 
FINANCIAL CONDITION OF AMERICUS. 

As already intimated in my introductory re- 
marks, the importance of Americus is not at all 
well known throughout Georgia. In addition 
to being surprised at the size and beauty of the

THE BANKING CAPITAL. 

In nothing else can Americus have more 
pride than her banks, There are four large 
banking houses here, with a combined capital 
of $500,000. The business capital employed in 
the mercantile houses is $750,000, with an an- 
nual trade of nearly $2.000,000, or upwards of 
$1,750,000. Thisgives a combined banking 
and business capital of $1,250,000, a strong 
showing, certainly.

Americus is justly entitled to the name of 
commercial metropolis of southwestern Geor- 
gia. While, as before stated, she has been dis- 
criminated against by railroads, she is fast get- 
ting over that, and will soon be able to hold 
her own with the best, and is even doing so 
now. The building of the Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin railroad opened up a large terri- 
tory, trade from which had previously gone to 
Columbus and other points. This. .is but the 
beginning of the railroad enterprises, as others 
will be ready for building before a.great while, 
mention of which will be.made later. 
From sixty miles all around Americus draws 
her trade at present, taking i§j.from the 
counties of Sumter, Schley, Marion, Webster, 
Stewart, Lee, Terrell, Dooly and Macon, and 
its business men are each year, by means of 
their energy and the superior inducements 
they offer in the way of large stocks and low 
prices, reaching out farther and farther. It 
must be remembered that this trade is a wagon 
trade, end Americus is the natural ontlet for 
the produce of this vast territory and the base 
ofits supplies. Thereare in Americus about 
one hundred and seventy-five business houses 
of all kinds, whose trade is estimated by those 
who have the best opportunity of knowing at 
$1,500,000 per year. Thecotton receipts are 
annually about 30,000 bales, or 15,000,000 
pounds, The population of the territory from 
which Americus draws its trade is over 50,000. 
Americus has a larger banking capital than any 
city south of Macon, three banks doing a busi- 
ness of over $600,000 per annum, while the 
Georgia Loan and Trust company, with princi- 
pal oflice in this city, loansa large amount of 
money on lands throughout the state.

The Railroads. 

AMERICUS PUTTING FORTH EVERY EFFORT TO 
BECOME AN IMPORTANT RAILROAD CEN- 
TER. 

The interest now manifesting in railroads at 
this point amounts to enthusiasm. Last week 
a committee of leading citizens from Brunswick 
were here for the purpose of securing connec- 
tion with that port to Americus. At present 
there are two railroads here radiating in four 
directions. The Southwestern, owned by the 
Central system, furnishes direct communica- 
tion with the northern markets via Atlanta, 
with the seaboard at Savannah and the west by 
Montgomery. A new railroad, the Americug, 
Preston and Lumpkin, a narrow gauge, has 
been completed from Americas beyond Lump- 
kin, a distance of sixty milos. This road has 
been bnilt by and is controlled by the people 
along the line, and will be run in their inter- 
est. It runs through the finest farming lands in 
Sumter, Webster and Stewart counties. This 
new road will open up a large territory, hith- 
erto without railroad communication, rich in 
agricultural resources, and will bring to Amer; 
icus a large trade which has heretofore gone to 
other. points. It is contemplated extending 
this road eastward as soon as possible, opening 
up other territory and making Americus the 
center of a large trading territory. A road is 
also projected from Americus to Savannah, thus 
giving competitive rates to the most important 
sea on the southern Atlantic coast, which 
will have the effect of greatly increasing the 
trade of Americus, 


A Railroad Talk. 
COLONEL SAMUEL H. HAWKINS TELLS ABOUT 
AMERICUS AND SER RAILROADS, —“™ 
i asked Colonel Samuel H. Hawkins, presi- 
dent of the Americus, Preston and Lumpkin 


. “Colonel, what are the present railway facil- 
ities of Americus?” 

“First, the Southwestern railroad, which be- 
longs to the Central system, puts Americus in 
easy communication with all points north, 
south, east and west. Second, the Buena Vista 
and Ellaville railroad, now connecting with the 
Southwestern at Andersonville, soon be 
changed and made to connect with the South- 
western railroad at Americus instead of the 
former place. Third, the Americus, Preston 
and Lumpkin railroad, (the baby road, as it 
is sometimes ¢plled );now completed to Louvale, 
a pew town ten miles northwest of Lumpkin 
and forty-eight miles west of Ameicus, It com- 
menced reguijar traffic to Lumpkin on the ist 
of March, 1885, and since that time its earn- 
ings have been sufficient to pay fixed charges, 
operating expenses and six per cent annual 
dividends to its stockholders. In the meantime 
the road has been extended from Lumpkin to 
Louvale and from Americus east to Flint river, 
a distance of twenty-three miles, while the 
road is ed 20 miles beyond in direction of 
Abbeville, and will soon be completed to that 

lace, where by water transportation down the 
Jemulgee it will connect with the coast cities 
of the state.” 

“What is the prospect of extending your pres- 
ent line, the Americus, Preston and Lumpkie?” 

_ The road is now being operated seventy-one 
miles, and is being extended at Phe rate of a 
half mile per day. Daring the summer Abbe- 
vile, en the Ocmulgee river, will be reached, 
when the grading will be 115miles long. Already 
the road bas reached and been completed to 
within twenty miles of Abbeville.”

“The table and valley on the line of 
this road for a distance of 80 miles are unsur- 
passed in the state for agricultural purp2ses, as 
the rapid building of new towns and large and 
incresting passenger travel and freight traffic 
over the road abundantly attest. @ are 
numerous places on this road where the eye 
can take in enough land ata view to produce 
1,000 bales of -cotton. Then the twenty to 
thirty miles of virgin forest of yellow pme in 
Dooly and Wilcox counties, now pene- 
trated by the road, afford a mine of weslth al- 
most inexhaustible, which will enrich the 
pioneer manufacturer of lumber and naval 
stores, Here are fortunes in store for all the 
plucky, enterprising men who may 
venture early. Already ten mills 
have been started in Sumter county and im- 
mense piles of mercantile lumber may be seen 
at frequent intervals between Americus and 
Flint river. The traffic to be reaped in naval 
stores and lumber on this road will doubtless 
surprise the most sanguine.” 

“What do you need in building up Amer- 
icus?” 

_ “Were this question repeated to me a dozen 
times, I would each time answer, emphatically, 
manufacturing industries. From my know!l- 
edge of the a and the country tributary, 
and the needs of the people, and the readiness 
and avidity with which they take hold of 
home industries pay managed, [am sure 
there is no more inviting field for manufactur- 
inginany department in the entire state. 
Anything made offwood, metal or other sub- 
stance gan be mannfactured profitably here.” 

“WHat do you think of the city’s future?” < 

“There being enly four cities in the state 
baving more banking business than this, and 
there being none whese mercantile interests 
are on & more substantial basis, and the coun- 
try tributary being large, fertile, durable and 
probably susceptible of greater development 
than any given territ ry in the knowledge of 
the writer, and the city and country tributary 
being healthy and having advantages in many 
respects unsurpassed, I have no doubt that the 
city’s future will equal, if not surpass, the 
most sangnine ¢xpectitions. In past years the 
iron heel of monopoly in transportation and 
the workings of trade centers have greatly op- 
pressed our people, but thanks for the pluck 
and push which they have developed and man- 
ifested in the midst of the greatest depression 
and poverty which they ever experienced, 
growing largely out of the unfavorable circum- 
stances referred to, when friendly aid could no 
where be found, they rallied and determined 
to exhaust themselves or throw off the weight 
which crushed them. The good people 
of Webster, Stewart, Dooly and Wilcox 
counties. experiencing similar disadvantage 
and hardships to those experienced by-Ameri- 
cus, and Sumter county, heartily joined them 
and undertook to build the Americus, Preston 
and — railroad. Some pitied, others 
praised, the moversin the enterprise. Their 
pluck was admired by all, while many cen- 
sured and criticised their judgment. The work 
of building has and continues to progress all 
the same, and soon nature’s great highway.to 
the Atlantic ocean, the Ocmulgeo river, will be 
reached, and this of itself will secure to Ameri-

WHAT THE HOME PEOPLE THINK OF 
CUS AND HER FUTURE. 
During a drive over the city an afternoon or 
two ago, I talked with Hon. J. B. Feldcr, the 
recent efficient mayor of Americus. I asked

“What are your people doing toward devel- 
oping the city?” 

“Nothing, if you mean as an organization; a 
great deal otherwise. Our town has a good and 
thriving appearance, and is growing, but not 
booming. AJl the push we have comes from & 
few individuals, and they are rapidly accumu- 
lating fortunes. Our geographical position 
makes us the center and market for a very 
large scope of country, and six counties con- 


| tribute in the way of trade to this market. We 


are gradually moving along, gaining in popula- 
tion and wealth and are in a prosperous condi- 
tion. There seems no disposition on the part 
of our people to create a boom or an inflation 
of values. Our natural advantages in the 
points of health, superior educational advan- 
teges and position as a trade center bring a 
large number of visitors, a goodly per cent of 
which locate here, which keeps values of prop: 
erty a little on the rise and trade in a healthy 
condition.” 

“W hat is the character of the people ?”” 

“They are intelligent, moral, industrious and 
frugal; a God fearing people, charitable and 
hospitable. ere aré no ostruc on account 
of political differences of opinions, but good 
character is the;ticket of admission into the best 
society.” 

“How has Americus grown in late years?” 

“Since the inauguration of public schools, 
which I think was in 1880, our population has 
about doubled; and values of real estate has in- 
creased at least fifty per cent, and are going up 
constantly. There are no fancy prices, how- 
ever, on property here.” 

“What do you think of the general ont!eok?” 

“Our future, I think, most flattering. As we 
grow our facilities for a good, healthy increase 
augments. Confidence in our future induces 
our own people to invest their surplus at home, 
and numerous enterprises are now on the tapis 
—all ot them of importance” 

“Tell me something of the city’s contem- 
plated improvements.” 

“First, the extension of our baby road to the 
east, tapping one of the finest countries in the 
south, which must beof incalculable value to us 
as a trade center. Stock has about been raised 
for the erection of a cotton factory, which will 
give employment toa large number of working 
people. A thorough system of waterworks is 
now a certainly, and will be pushed to comple- 
tion as rapidly as possible. Bonds will be 
placed on sale at once, and active work will 
begin inside of forty days. We are bound to 
have waterworks very soon, and we’ve got as 
good artesian water as can be found anywhere.” 

“What are some inducements you 
offer for capital and people?” 

“For capital a safe and unfailing invest- 
ment, with remunerative interest; lands at 
from $3 to $20 per acre, according to improve- 
ments, etc. To people, we offer a climate unex- 
celled by anyin the south; superior public 
schools, good water, excellent society, a city 
government conducted after modern ideas.” 

Captain Felderis extremely conservative in 
his views, as will be seen, but heis one of the 
bardest workers for the city’s interest to be 
found,

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT.

One artesian well of the depth of 40° fect, 
the water rising to within ninety feet of the 
top, supplies an abundance of fine mineral 
water for the entire city by means of a steam 
pump. Another well is being bored by the 
city and has reached the depth of fourteen 
hundred feet. The Central railroad company 
also bas an artesian wellat itsdepot. So that 
it will be seen that Americusis abundantly 
supplied with the best of water. 


Indastrial Enterprises, 
AMFRICUS DETERMINED TO BECOME A MANU- 
FACTURING CENTER. 

While Americus cannot boast of a great deal 
in the way of industrial enterprises, she is de- 
termined to take rank with her sister cities in 
that direction before a great while. A $10,000 
cotton factory has been formed and will soou 
be built, and the improvement company has 
several enterprises that waut $0 locate hero. 
There are now two flouring mills, a carriage 
factory, planing mill, cotton compres; and 

ICE FACTORY. 

This latter industry is managed by Bye « 
Sims. The factory cost $25,000 and the ma- 
chine bas a capacity of fifteen tonsaday. The 
company makes a very superior quality of ice 
and ships a great partof the product to the 
towns in southern and southwest Georgia. 

' ‘THE COMPRESS 
cost $30,000, and has done much toward 
bringing cotton to Americus. The cotton re- 
ceipts are now 30,000 bales, but with the new 
country opened by the Americus, Preston and 
Lumpkin railroad, the receipts next season, 
beginning this year, will certainly go to 40,- 
000 or 45,000 bales, The compress is of the 
best pattern and is managed by Hitt & Co.

GARDEN SPOT OF THE SOUTII, 
PROSPEROUS TO A DEGREE. 

The importance of eouth west Georgis among 
the resources of the state cannot be looked upon 
lightly. The bulk of the cotion crop comes 
frum this section, and it is enhancing in value 
and importance yearly. Major W. L. Glessner, 
editor and proprietor of the Americus Recorder, 
has done a great deal in bringing. this section 
of the state before the outside world. He has 
managed several large excarsions from Oni» 
and other nor:hern states, aud has been the 
direct means of locating a great many people. 
Abont five years ago he came here from Ohio, 
bought out the Recorder, then a tri-weekly, 
and has changed it into one of the sprightliest 
dailies in the state. He has done well, in- 
creased the-circulation of the Recorder largely, 
and is greatly esteemed by everybody in Amer- 
icus. Last year he prepared an abie article on 
ecuthwest Georgia and it took the handred 
dollar premium at the Lonisviile exposition. 
I present such extracts from it as will be vala- 
able to THE CONSTITUTION’S readers in this 
correspondence. 

THE CLIMATE 

has been aptly compared to that of Italy and 
Jerusalem, it being really more mild and even 
than that of Italy. In the hottest summer 
menthsthe thermometer rarely reaches 96°, 
while the mean -temperature is 841°. In the 
coldest winter months the mercury rarely goes 
below 20°, while the mean temperature is 61°, 
Asmany peoplein the north have an idea that 
the weather is so hot in this section thata 
white man cannot work out doors, I give be- 
low some figures taken from a daily record 
kept of the thermometer three times per day 
during the months of July and August, the 
very hottest months of the year: The highest 
points reached in these two months was 91°, 
and that for two days only—16th and 17th of 
July—and those days opened at 81° and 85°, 
There was one day in which it reached 93°, 
six days at 92°, two days at 90°, six days at 
£9°, twenty-four days at 45° to 88°, and these 
figures represent the hottest portion of the 
day,3p.m. From these figuresit will be s3en 
that during the months of July and Augast 
it is not as hot here as in tne north, for 
it is often 106 degrees in  [Illinois, 
The summers are long, it is true, but the nights 
are always cool, so that a refreshing sleep can

THE STAR GAZERS. 

Quitea number of entertainments, both ofli- 
cial and private, have been given at Paris dar- 
ivg the last ten daysin honor of the interna- 
tional congress of astronomy, and it is a mat- 
ter of remark that the learned astronomers 
have been devoting quite as much time to the 
etudy of operatic and dramatic stars as to the 
celestial planets, 

A statistical publication at Paris piaces the 
number of French people in the United States 
at 106,972 as compared with 153,000 in the Ar- 
pentine Republic, 15,000 in Mexico, 15.009 ia 
Hay3i, 6,000 in Brazil, 14,000 in Uruguay aad 
J.C00 in Chili, making a rough total of 350,000 
l'renchmen in the westera hemisphere.

The Eastern and Western Héoads at War With Each 

Other-- The Commission at Work in Mobile—The 
Scuthern Irop Men Make a Strong Pre- 
sentation of Their Side of the Case, 


New York, April 30.—The new interstate 
commerce law does not yet ran with the facil- 
ity of well oiled machinery. Little hitches 
here and there, have occurred on various rail- 
roads and their connections, since the new law 
went into effect on April 5th. The main diffi- 
ulty had been with the Baltimore and Ohio, 
which refused to come into an agreement in 
regard to the west bound passenger rates over 
that road, connecting with the Ontario and 
Western. The Baltimore and Ohio kept up 
the old rate, but now it has decided to come in 
on the same terms as the other roads. The 
matter will be arranged next Wednesday. 

The Evening Post says the fight between 
the western and eastern railroad companies 
about the payment of commissions for the sale 
of tickets continues ina quiet but dogged sort 
of way. The trunk lines yesterday ordered 
that the tickets of the Atchison, Topska and 
Santa Fe Railroad company and the Hannibal 
and St. Joseph Railroad company be taken off 
sale. That means, if the order is carried 
out, that no tickets can be bought at 
ary trunk line ticket oflice to Kansas 
Ciy or to any int in Kansas, 
Colorado, Mexico or California by way of 
Kaneas City. Passengers will only be able to 
buy such tickets at the offices of the western 
roads, or of their agents. When asked about 
this Mr. Malcolm, eastern agent, said that as a 
matter of fact, their tickets were still on sale, 
butit was a matter of indifference to the 
company, because, since the fight began, there 
bas been no conneciing link with their road, 
Kansas City being practically cut off. The 
Chicago and Northwestern road is still paying 
commissions, but their tickets are still 
kept on gale the trank lines. 
The Pennsylvania railroad company this 
morning issued orders to their agents not to 
sell tickets to Chicago or St. Louis to any rep- 
resentatives of the western roads. The western 
men, of course, will send all passengers they 
can by some route other than the Pennsylva- 
nie, and they think that the latter will be the 
losers by their action. The only outlet to the 
west that the eastern trunk lines now have is 
by the Chichago and Northeastern road. Wes 
tern roads are sending their paasengers by the 
Ontario and Western, the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and by the Old Dominion Steamship 
company. 

THE COMMISSION IN MOBIL. 

MosiLez, April 30.—At today’s session of the 
interstate commerce commission several gen- 
tlemen from Birmingham and the coal and 
iron region, with petitions asking the suspen- 
sions of the fourth section of the law, were 
beard. James Banron, secretary and treasurer 
of the Tennessee and Alabama Coal, Iron and 
Railroad company, was the first heard. He 
stated that the pig iron product of Ala- 
bama was today six hundred tons per 
day, and that it would shortly be 
raised to 1,600 tons; that. there was no local 
consumption to justify such product, and it 
must seek distant markets. The business of 
his company was begun with formal contracts, 
extending over a number of years, under which 
the railroads gave low rates in return for the 
guarantee of a steady business, and that under 
these contracts the railroad business had stead- 
iy increased.

THE CITY’S CHANGING ARCHITECURE, 

This city of ancient architecture is rapidly 
changing its style of buildings. Masonry un- 
endowed with architectural talent no longer 
satisfies the cravings of opulent private citizens 
nor the ambition of wealthy public institu. 
tions. Even people of humble means and soci- 
eties and corporations of modest pretensions 
are demanding beauty as well as comfort in 
thelr homes and places of business. To At- 
lanta is largely due this marked change in our 
people’s requirements. The splendor and pre- 
tension of your hostelries, banks, ecclesiastical 
buildings, as well as private dwellings, have 
imbued in our ple the spirit of 
display. <A citizen, who should now return to 
Savannah after an absence of three or four 
years, would beinclined to withdraw credit 
frxm his faculties of sensation and perception, 
In the-heart of the city many elegant struc- 
tures have replaced ruinous buildings, Farther 
cut in the new section of the town long lines 
of dwellings of the Queen Anne model, or of 
some other pattern recommended by novelty 
front on freshly laid out streets. One military 
tuous home and the residue of the VolUuntetts 
wil] soon follow this example. 

The Odd Fellows have week dedicated a 
temple which surpasses any other edifice con- 
secratad to the use of mystic brotherhoods.

Professional men also are ceasing to pride 
themselves upon the squalor and dinginess of 
their offices. Lawyers, for instance, no longer 
ccu fine their liberal talents within the confiaes 
of one or two ill furnished apartments, An 
entire floor of a spacious edifice is not now suf- 
ficient. Law firms here now require one 
building. One chamber is devoted to stenog- 
raphy, another to law clerks. One apartment 
is devoted to English reports, a second to the 
pandects, possibly a third to the decisions of 
the state courts. Some firms here have one 
room to consuls in, another to study in, and 
still another consecrated to abstract thought. 
They also have in their offices hot and cold 
water, closets, and, indeed, all the equipments 
reqvired by men who wish to rise to eminence 
in their chosen vocation. 

FLORAL ART. 

JEstheticism is spreading its beneficent infla- 
ence all throvghthe community. Last year 
there was founded a Floral and Art associa- 
tion.

BEAVY DAMAGES hdeamm secon 


Two Suits Filed in the United States 
Court, 


The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad is the defendant in two suits begun in the 
United States circuit court yesterday. 

The first is for damages in the sum of $20,000, and 
is brought by Mrs. Lula Ketchem, the widow of J. 
S. Ketchem, @ tm conductor in the employ of 
the road who was killed on the iith day of last 
February. In her petition Mrs. Ketchem states 
that without any fault on his part the train upom 
which her husband was employed was run into by 
another train belonging to-the same company, aad 
her husband was killed. The accident occurred 
near Rome, and was due, itis alleged, to the neg- 
lect of the defendant. Ketchem was 25 years of 
age, and was earning $75 per mouth, with excel- 
lent prospects of an increase. 

Charlie Dees, formerly atrain handin the em- 
ploy of the same road, was seriously injured, and, 
es he claims, totally disabled while in the perform- 
ance of his duty on January 7th, 1857. He alleges 
that it was a ay of his duty to goup a ladder on 
the side of a car, and while doing this 
he was struck by a_ obridge which 
stood too near the track and wasso badiy iojured 
that his ogee for doing any kind of labor was 
totally destroyed, He claims that the accident. 
was due tothe company’s negtigence in having 
the bridge built too near the track. At the time 
of the accident he was twenty-six years of age, 
earning a day, with g prospecis for pra 
motion. e asks for $25,000 damages.

Fire Disturbs the City- The Accident to a Truck- 
x Cutting Down Dorrey's Hill—Suite agaiaet the 
_Oity for Damages — Bccis! and Persoval 
Goesip and Other News Items. 
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Arnens, Ga, April 30.—[Special.]—There 
was [considerable excitementflast night when 
it was learned that Mr. J. R. Crane’s new house, 
in Cobbham,{jwas on fire. The alarm was 
promptly given, and the whole department re- 
spended. It will be remembered that two years 

e this summer Mr. Crane’s residence was 
burned tothe ground, and the newsof the 
fire in that quarter was alarming. This time, 
however, the flames were promptly pus ont, 
and but little damage was done. Mr. J. R. 
Crane encountered a very painful accident 
while trying to reach the roof of his 
house while it wason firs. Mr. Crane’s face 
was very badly cut by the trapdoor falling 
against it. While the wound is not considered 
by his physician serious, still it is very painful, 

Last night as the Pioneer hook and ladder 
track was leaving their house on Jackson 
street in response to an alarm of fire, the truck 
turned very suddenly before getting out of the 
house, and threw Mr. Henry Beussee against 
the door with fearful force.

ALL ABOUT DORSEY’S-HILL. 

For the past week the people of Athens have 
had several matters claiming their attention. 
It is so rarely the case that local sensations are 
abundant here that the overproduction of news 
during the past week is regarded by those who 
claim to read the signs of the timesasa sure 
indication of the growing tendency manifested 
in all thingsin Athens. Several years ago 
there was a commanding eminence on the 
lower end of Broad street known as Dorsey’s 
hill. It derived its mame from the family 
home of an excellent and Worthy family who 
resided on one side of the street. Asthe story 
goes, there was an alderman living on the 
street lower down, at that time potent and in- 
fiuential in municipal affairs, whose view of 
the street toward the business part of the 
town was obstructed by Dorsey’s hill. The 
street commissioner was ordered to cut down 
the hill, which he did in a most effective man- 
ner, leaving the houses and stores on the up- 
per side on a tremendous bluff that overlooked 
the street in the depths below. The worthy 
citizens who owned these stores and houses 
that were so elevated by the removal 
of the hill, took the position that 
their property had been damaged, and bezin 
suits sgainst the city to recover the amounts, 
various in sum, but all sufficiently large to 
eover any damage that was alleged to have 
been inflicted. The city withthe knowledge 
that it stood but little chance before the aver- 


age jury in such a case, arbitrated the various. 


suits, and has settled them upon different 
bases, the amounts given in each award satis- 
fying the parties damaged. The last award 
was made a few daysago, and Mrs Dorsey re- 
eeived six hundred dollars for the damage 
done her property. From first to last, about

Ycexiwss some ody thas been aggrieved 
wy the work. When the water tower was 
erected the citizensin the immediate vicinity 
instituted suits to recover the amount of dam- 
ages their property had experienced from the 
erection of the tower. When“the Athens Manu- 
facturing company raised the height of its dam 
in order to geta larger supply of water, the 
farmers up the river received damages, for the 
reason that some of their acres had gone under 
the water. When the foundry company here 
began to improve its works, and was blastiog 
out a foundation, it was severely injured by 
the heavy damages it had to pay for the death 
of a wan in no wise connected with the blast 
that went off. Now,even with the Dorsey 
bill experience before its eyes, the street com- 
mirsioner appears to be getting into trouble 
with his Prince avenues improvements, a 
few property holders declaring they 
will sue the city if the work is continued. 
If the city does not fix its streets it is blamed 
and censured for its failure and is sued for 
damages resulting from improper conditions. 
When it begins the work of improvement it 
finds itself hampered by the objections of prop- 
erty owners, who threaten suite if such and 
such a thing is completed. And one would 
hard)y realize how extraordinarily rapid prop- 
erty rises in value when a damage snit is filed. 
A few loads of dirt thrown in front of a man’s 
- front gate will cause a damage suit, and will 
add about twenty-five hundred dollars to the 
‘ @mount upon which he pays taxes. How the 
whole matter will terminate no one ean fore- 
tell; but the advice the ‘city officials are get. 
ting is to goon with the work of improvements 
and trust to the good sense and fairness of a 
Jjary to settle the matter in the right way. 

= NEW — GOING UP. 

ere are two new buildings now going u 
in Athens, or arrangements being ane for 
their erection, that will set this city ahead of 
any place in Georgia. Our new opera house 
will eclipse anything of its kind in the state, 
and the new building of the Young Men’s 
Christian association will compare in point of 
arrangement, elegance and finish with any 
similar structure of its kind in Georgia. It 
seems difficult for people to believe that Ath- 
eps will really have the best arranged and 
most comfortable opera house in Georgia, for 
there is so little to base the erection of such a 
building upon here. The city is not pre-emi- 
nently a theater-going place, for the reason that 
heretofore it has never had an opportanity to de- 
monerate its affection for the stage. The class 
of troupes that have played here with few ex- 
ceptions have been excesdingly indifferent, and 
their meagre patronage has come from those 
people who are just obliged to see everything 
that comesalong. Itisargued that a good, 
eomfortable and decent opera house will attract 
goed troupes, and that good plays will draw 
eut the people of the city in paying numbers. 
The argument seems sound and we hope it 
will win the day, but in the meanwhile we ate 
content with the fact that the new opera house, 
whatever may be the train of reasoning that 
Jed to its erection, is actually going up. The 
Y. M. C. A. have recently purchased decidedly 
the most desirable lot in the city for a public 
building, and the association proposes to 
go. right gshead with the  erec- 
tion of the bnilding, It is hoped 
that by the early fall the house will be habita- 
ble. The association here is very strong and 
ie gaining strength each day. It is to some ex- 
tent a misnomer, for much of its strength con- 
sists in the fact that many of its members are 
on the shady side of life. Thereare, however, 
@ large number of young, enthusiastic and en- 
ergetic fellows who, controlled in their 
efforts by the conservatism of the older mem- 
bers, work with well directed efforts that result 
. in ‘telling effect. 

THE IMPROVEMENTS GOING ON, 

The great and noticeable improvement going 
en in Athens is really remarkable.

Sir Edward Thornton's Mission. 


The appointment of Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton as the agent of the British bondholders 
to negotiate with the Virginia authorities 
for a settlement of the debt of that state, has 
given rise to a silly conjecture. It is that 
Sir Edward is to act nominally as the agent 
of the bondholders, but in reality as the 
representative of the British government; 
ard that dniing his stay in this conntry he 
will lay the basis for a demand to be made 
by England that the United States shall as- 
sume responsibility for the alleged debt of 
Virginia to certain British subjects. Sir Ed- 
ward Thornton is asensible man. He lived in 
this country for many years as minister from 
england. He knows our institutions and 
our people, and there is not the slightest 
probability that he is coming on a fool's er- 
rand. If England wanted tosend a man on 
such a mission she could not have put it off 
on Sir Edward Thornton. And while Eng- 
land is sometimes arrogant and overbearing 
she has never yet been guilty of as wild an 
act of folly as this sensational report attrib- 
utes to her. 

Sir Edward Thornton’s object in coming 
fo America is to endeavor to arrive at some 
definite understanding with the Virginia 
authorities as to the settlement of the state 
debt. Thepeople of Virginia want to set- 
tle this question on a just and equitable ba- 
tis. They will meet the distinguished rep- 
resentative of the English bondholders in 
the proper spirit and the result of this con- 
ference will probably be to arrange some 
scheme for a final adjustment of the long 
mooted Virginia debt. This consummation 
would undoubtedly be made much easier if 
West Virgipia could be brought to assume 
that part of.the debt which is justly hers. 
A bill is now pending before the West Vir- 
ginia legislature which proposes that $8,000, - 
0CO of the debt shall be assumed by that 
state. 

The entire debt is about $31,000,000, but 
it bas been figured by a process of ‘‘scaling’’ 
to about $25,000,000. The people of Virgi- 
bla think West Virginia ought to pay 
one-third of this amount. Tae _ ont- 
look is faverable for a clearing up of this 
ugly quesiion. It has agitated Virginia 
ever since the war, demoralizing its politics,

It will be ahappy 
day for Virginia when this burden shall be

The Truck Farmers. 

There seems to be no end to the compli- 
cations caused by the interstate commerce 
law. lJlere, for instance, is the Albany 
News and Advertiser explaining its effect on 


the fruit and vegetable growers of southern 


and southwest Georgia. Last year therates 
offered to the track farmers were what 
might be termed reasonable, Watermelon- 
growers realized about one third of what 
their crops brought in the market, the other 
two-thirds going for freight and commissions. 
The farmers thought that they were doing 
tolerably well under this system of double- 
back-acting taxation, but the interstate 
commerce law steps in and destroys even 
this hope; and the farmers, having planted 
large crops, arein a quandary. The News 
and Advertiser says: 

The commissioners’ action of keeping in force 
scuth of the Ohio river, old rates for ninety days 
offers some relief to the suspense that, for a time, 
racked the growers. The ninety days will give 
the growers until the 4th of July to work on, by 
which time one-half of the crop of this section can 
be shipped. But two dangers threaten from that 
condition. One isthe probable increased volume 
that will be rushed into the markets, that may re- 
sult in: an early glut, followed by a perfect demor- 
alization of everymarket. The other is the uncer- 
tuinty of rates beyond the Ohio river, where the 
rajority of the consuming markets are located. 
The News and Advertiser has, in more than one 


issue, called the attention of the melon growers to 
the necessity of conferring with a view of seeking | 


to establish stable rates that should be enforced 
during the next season, and it again urges the im 
portance of this matter to the interest of the melon 
section. 

Thus it seems that this law, which is ap- 
proved by the port of Savannab, and de- 
nounced by the port of Mobile, affects 
every interest and disarranges the plans, not 
only of the railioads, but of the people. 
The most vicious part of it has been sup- 
pressed and suspended. for the time being, 
but the business interests of the country do 
not know whether it is to be finally tarned 
locse on them or not, and so there is the 
confusion of anticipation and apprehension. 

It may be definitely said that we have 
fallen on fine large times in these days of 
congressfonal crankism, and we are ap‘ to 
see more and more of its effects as the 
cranks grow strong and familiar in their 
business.

The Spanish-American Republics. 

Just at this time, when we are considering 
the advantages of more intimate commercial 
relations with Central and South America, 
everything tending to give us a clearer view 
of our southern neighbors is welcome. 

In the current number of the Magazine of 
American History we find a paper on ‘‘Re- 
publicaniem in Spanish America,’’ from the 
pen of the Hon. William L. Scraggs, ex- 
minister to the United States of Colombia. 
The article summarizes the past history aud 
the present status of our sister republics, aud 
states many facts which general readers, a3 
a rule, are unacquainted with. 

American readers will be interested in 


learning that our early theory of states’ 
tights took deep root in some of the new re- 
publics. In Colombia Mr. Scruggs says that 


it was assumed that “every enfranchised | 


citizen was a sort of nondescript sovereign, 
floating at random in the universe, and gov- 


erned by laws inherent in himself, rather | 


than a member of the political society into 
which he had been born or adopted.’”’ Nat- 


urally this state of affairs led to demoraliza- | 


tion and revolution. Finally, after two 
generations of disorder and military despot- 
ism Colombia threw the principle of state 
sovereignty overboad, restricted the suffrage 
to a property qualification, provided for a 
censorship of the press, made the judiciary 
independent, and, to be brief, made the gov- 
ment a consolidated republic, acting directly 
upon the individual citizen, instead of upon 
the states, 

The example of Colombia, as Mr. Scruggs 
shows, is not exceptional. In nearly all of 


the republics the state sovereignty doctrine © 
has played the mischief in consequence of |

With a more active commerce the region 
south of us will be invaded by our manufac- 
tures, our drummers, our capitalists and our 
ideas. The efiect will be beneficial. I6 will 
result in the building up of a sisterhood ot 
republics, dominating this part of the globe, 
and able to hold their own against all other 
powers combined.

With bis little stub of a pencil, by the uncertain 
light of a single car dle,Georgia’s great philosopher 
aud jurist was settling the hash for plaintiff and 
defendant, He was so absorbed in the work that 
he did not notice my presence fora {full minute, 
and it was with an unmistakable effort that he 
drew himself from the little sheet of paper upon 
which he was writing his ‘‘opinion.”’

of this one; and still we are unwilling to deny our- 


| selves now for the sake of so much hereafter, and 
| SO we wring the hen’s neck or cutoff her head, and 
| she passes through the kitchen and mounts the 


dinner table in a dish. And we are happy fer 
about the spece of thirty minutes. We manage, 
however, toeat more hen by goingin debt.

In the stoie Mr. Griffin kepta quan- 
lity of liquor which be had not been able to dis: 
pore of before the law closed his saloon. Detect- 
ives who were working the whisky cases made one 
against Mr. Griffin onthe 28th day of August last, 
and when the case was cailed in police court Judze 
Anderson imposed a fine of £(0. Subsequently 
Mr. Griffin was fined in the ci!y court for the same 
offense. 

Alter the fine wes imposed by Judge Andersou, 
Mr. Grifiin removed to Madison.

Back Into the Penitentiary. 

George Daniel,after enjoying freedom for sev- 
eral weeks,is again robed in the habiliments of a 
convict and is sojourning in the penitentiary.

ORGANIZATION OF THE FULTON 
BUILDING AND LOAN ASS’N. 


An Interesting Talk With Dr. A. H. Lindiey—How the 
New Arsociation is to be Oonducted— Weenly 
Instead of Monthiy Peyments ~ Other 
Items of Interest About the Pian. 


“Doctor, what can you say in regard to the 
new building and loan association?’ 

“Well, a charter has been granted fora new 
one to be called the ‘Fulton Building and 
Loan,’ to be organized and run on what is 
known as the Ohio plan.” 

“Are there not already enodugh such institu. 
tions in Atlanta?” 

“I think not. Indeed, I think if we had 
double the number inactive operation it would 
be better forour city and for every individual 
citizen.” 

“How is that?” 

“Well, it offers the best scheme for uniting 
the «mall savings into large and available sams 
that has ever been devised. These associations 
have made Philadeiphiaa city of homes in- 
steads of tenement houses. They have made 
Minneapolis one of the moag beautiful cities in 
the northwest, and, indeed, wherever they 
have been put on an equitable basis they have 
produced a great degree of local prosperity of 
a permanent character.” 

“Does this plan differ much from the old 
plan ?” 

“In. some points, yes; he general plan is 
the same, but differ greatiy in some special fea- 
tures. Our stock has a fixed par value, the 
premium bid by borrowers is limited, and the 
rate of interest is never above the legal rate on 
theamount loaned. Then the question of usu- 
rydoes not arise as against you.” 

“Not at all. That question has been well 
tested. I hope the courts will not press that 
matter against the older institution, as they 
are of too much value to the city in building up 
and improving homes ‘6, be lost; but I dothink 
all new associations ought to be so organized as 
to forever eliminate that question from them.”’ 

“How is it possible for you to farnish money 
at so low a rate of interest and do a profitable 
business ?”’ 

Simply by turning our interest over very 
rapid)y. We have weekly payment instead of 
monthly, and our interest is paid in and re- 
loaned every week. These frequent payments 
are an advantage in another way; it enables 
persons of limited means who work on moder- 
ate weekly salaries to carry stock who would 
hardly be able to do so with the larger pay- 
ment at longer intervals.” 

“What do you do when you have no borrow- 
ers among your members? do you loan to out- 
siders?”’ 

“No. But our constitution provides for in- 
vestment in certainclasses of interest-bearing 
securities of fixed value which can be easily 
converted into money if it should be wanted. 
But we have never been without borrowers 
under this plan. The low rate of interest 
makes borrowers plenty, because they can bet- 
ter afford to borrow the money and build homes 
than to rent houses to live in. Then, our plan 
is £0 liberal tothe borrower that it attracts a 


large per cent of people who want to use the 


money. 
“How about those who take stock simply as 
aninvestment; does it pay them?” 
“It does pay quite as good a profitas any- 


body is justly entitled to for the use of money. ; 


The interests of borrower and invester are as 
nearly equalized as itis possible for them to 
be. The investor realizes the interest com- 
pounded fifty-two times a year.” 

“What class of men genetally constitute the 
membership of such institutions?” 

‘‘All classes. I can hardly imagine a class of 
men that cannot reap benefit; from mechanics 
of a)l classes, clerks, bookkeepsrs, all classes of 
business men, and professional men, all receive 
benefit directly and personally, as well as to 
participate in the general prosperity which 
follows where building and lean associations 
are well conducted?’ ’ 

“What do shares in your association cost, 
say a2 man takes five shares of stock?” 

“Wel), on five shares his membership fee 
will be $1.25 or 25 cents foreach share of stock 
he subscribes for, Then after that his weekly 
dues will be 25 cents for each share or $1.25 for 
five shares, $2 50 on ten shares each week, and 
so on for any number of shares he ma rry.” 

“Suppose a member should want to “with- 
draw; can he do so at any time?” 

“He can. The equitable rights of every 
member are respected from the time he pays 
in his first money to the end of his connection 
with the association. If he desires to with- 
draw be can do s0 on easy terms laid down in 
the constitution. If he has borrowed he may 
return his loan on an equitable basis also laid 
down in the constitution, and he can restore 
his shares or retire altogether. If a member 
should die his legal representative can step 
in and continue to represent him, or if desired 
he can withdraw all the interest of the deceased 
member from the association.

“fird” hold out. The letters in the present in- 
stallment cover the period when Thackeray 
was engaged on ‘‘Pendennis,” and there are 
many sllusiors tothe characters in that book— 
allusions that may be Baid to be personal, and 
that are certainly charming. 

Here is one: 

‘Ts it pourirg with rain at Park lodge, and 
the most dismsl, wretched, cat and dog day 
ever seen? Oh! it’s gloomy at 13 Young street! 
I have been laboring all day—drawing that is, 
and doing my plates, till my &s are ready to 
drop off from weariness. But they must not 
stop for yet a little while, and until I have said 
Low do you do to my dear lady and the young 
fulks at Southampt.n. I hardly had time to 
know I was gone, and that happy fortnight 
was over, till this morning. At the train 
whom do you think I found? Miss G——, who 
says she is Blanche Amory, and I think she is 
Blanche Amory; amiable at times, amusing, 
clever and depraved. We talked and persiflat- 
ed all the way to London, and the idea of her 
will help me to a good chapter, in which I will 
make Pendennis and Blanche play at being in 
love, such a wicked, false, hambugging, Lon- 
don love, as two blass London people might 
act,and half deceive themgeives that they 
were in eaynes', That wil complete the cycle 
of Mr. Pex’s worldly experiences, and then we 
will make, cr try and make, a good man of him. 
Ob, me! we are w cked worldlings, most of us; 
may God t etter us and cleanse us!” 

Here is another: “I have just come away 
from a dismal s' ght; Gore house full of snobs 
looking atthe iurniture. Foul Jews; odious 
bombazine women, who drove up in mysterious 
flys which they had hir.d, the wretches, to be 
fire, so as to come in state to a fashionable 
lounge; biutes keeping their hats on in the 
kind old diawingroom—I longed to knock 
some of them off, and say ‘Sir, be civil in a 
lady’s room,’ , . . There was one of the 
servanis there, not a powdered one, but a but- 
ler, whatdyouciliit, My heart melted towards 
him and I gkve him a pound.

brave Dickens! It has some of his very pret- 
tiest touches—those inimitable Dickens touchs 
which make such a great man of him; and the 
reading of the book has dons another author a 
great deal cf good. In the first 
place it pleases the other author to see 
that Dickens, who has long left off alluding to 
the A.’s works, has been copying the O. A., and 
greatly simplifying his style, and overcoming 
the use of fine words. By this the public will

Fair.” Secondly,it has put me upon my metal;

The machinery of 
this story is somewhat two ponderous for serial 
purposes, but itis full of both character and 
bomor. It is, in fine, a novelette of pith and 
purpese, 

Mr. Bunner’s “The Story of a New York 
House” is brought toa close. The conclusion 
strikes us as a trifle tame, but the story as a 
whole is a strong piece of work, abounding in 
Vitality and in that moral furce that is the 
esrence of true art. 

After the Thackeray setters, the most inter- 
esting, as well as the most important contribu- 
tion is from the pen of Robert Louis Stevenson. 

It 1s 
a fragment indeed, brief and sketchy, but it is 
illuminated by all the qualities that have given 
Mr. Stevenson a unique place among modern 
writers.

It is only a few days since 
that an English company closed a trade herein 
Gainesville involving 3,500 acres of land and 
300,000 pounds sterling. Among the contiguous 
well known properties we may mention the 
Glades mines, the Elrod and Price, the McClis- 
key, the Merck, and the property of the Geor- 
gia Mining and Milling company. The Keith 
mine, now being opened and developed by Col- 
onel O. B. Thompson, has added vast amounts 
of gold to the outpnt ofthesection in past years 
and the ore, high grade, is sai d to be inex 
haustible. We need smelting works here for 
refractory ores. Such ores have been shipped 
from this section at a freight cost of fifteen 
dollars per car to Salisbury, N.C., and paid a 
handeome profit. 

MINERALS GENERALLY. 

In the limits of this article it is not possible 
to go into the matter of minerals generally in 
which this section abounds. Suffice it to say 
that asbestos, corundum, silver, copper are all 
found frequently 1n paying quantitics. Mica 
as fine as the world affords is found near the 
city, a mine within two miles of the city having 
been worked in a primitive way down to the 
water level and a'andoned. It is inexhausti- 
ble if capital were invested to work it on 
scientific principles.‘ The precious stones, dia- 
mond, amythist and ruby have bren found in 
great perfection in the territory contiguous to 
this city. _Limestone, kaolin, soapstone and 
talc abound,and no finer field is anywhere 
offered for investment by tho3ze interested 
in there lines. Sixteen miles from Gaines- 
ville on the Gainesville and Dahlonega rail- 
road is a deposit of magnetic iron ore which 
has been tested by Professor White, of the 
State university, and pronounced as fine as cin 
be found anywhere, and in various sections of 
the country fine veins of iron, red hematite, 
and other varieties exist in immense quanti- 
ties.
